The vast majority of the 
people, however, do not seem to 
hother themselves much about 
the... Often they must be met 
by the Church, because they have 
a moral aspect. The editors of 
our daily papers, with no back- 
ground of religious training, or 
ef sound philosophy, are incom- 
petent to decide these questions. 


Our Catholic people will be. 


better able to solve them than 
any other group after they will 
have become acquainted with the 
Catholic principles on whose so- 
lution their correctness or their 
falsity is usually easily deter- 
mined. 

Evidently the Catholic man or 
woman, occupied with the heavy 
duties of daily life, will not keep 
posted, unless he or she has an 
opportunity of attending meet- 
ings where these problems are 
discussed, 

Meetings held once a month 
would not be too far apart for 
the study of current events only. 
But there are in every parish 
some who are interested in in- 
dustrial problems, 
pertaining to social welfare, or 
legislation. There are others in- 
terested in. the study of art, 
or in becoming better grounded 
in their religion. 

The men in the several par- 
ishes in a cit could meet at a 
Community Center, or some cen- 
tral place for the study and dis- 
cission of matters in which they, 
representative citizens, should be 
well ‘versed. 

Our school education was in- 
tended as a means for personal 
success in life, or for most peo- 
ple as a means of earning a de- 
cent living. Education must 
always be regarded as a means 
rather than as an end, and it, 
never is completed
